One frightened young co-cd 
was asked for her honest opi- 
nions after she had just given;

I was 
amazed that I barely felt it, 
there arc no words to express 
how great you feel after you 
have given blood." 

Yesterday's clinic ran smooth- 
ly. Folk singing was provided by 
the We Five singers and Ronnie 
Maclean. Pat MoTson, one of the 
chairmen, emphasized the fee- 
lings of the entire committee. 
"Time oftcr time each day", he 
said, "students who had avoided 
coming here come over to us 
to tell us how foolish they feel, 
and how easy it had been." 

The Blood Drive is considered 
one of the most worthwhile and 
rewarding experiences that a 
student can partake in while at 
University. There arc only two 
more days left in which to join 
the drive. This is one activity, 
maintains Chairman Paul Yaphe, 
that no student can afford to 
miss. It is not only the safety 
of the community at stake, but 
the safety of every individual at 
tliis University, he added. "No 
student has a right to refuse to 
donate that which he or .she 
would readily accept. When one 
is in need of a transfusion tliey 
arc not asked whether or not 
they have ever been a donor; the 
blood is supplied." 

Today the clinic will open at 
11) am and remain open until S 
pm in the evening. A major ef- 
fort will be needed today, claim- 
ed Yaphe, if the Drive is to 
remain in sight of its commit- 
ment to the Montreal Hospitals. 

This commitment is a firm 
promise to the Hospitals in the 
city that they can count on the 
students of McGill and its Gra- 
duates to supply them with 833 
pints of blood each day. To date 
the Drive has reached that ob- 
jective on only one occasion.

Quebeckers iacing 
émancipation tight

"What we ore facing today 
In Quebec is a determined 
struggle for both the national . 
and social emancipation of 
French Canada", said Sam 
Walsh yesterday. 

Speakinfj to the Young Com- 
munist League, Walsh claimed 
that the solutions being offered 
to the problems of French Can- 
ada arc similar to those first ad- 
vocated by the Communist Parly. 

Ifc dismissed recent outcries 
against Quebec Conununists as 
"hysterical fear- laden stale- 
menls", and compared them lo 
the diatribes of Hitler, Mussolini, 
and Gnldwator. "They feared mass 
discontent amonR the common 
people and tried to pin the blame . 
on the Communists." 

Walsh then cited the example 
of modern-day Quebec and claim- 
ed that mass discontent was due 
in part to the inequality of the 
French in the fabric of Canadian 
fiovernnient, and in part to the 
protest of the common Qucbecer 
concerning the domination of the 
native French bourgeoisie. 

"Canada is one of the few capi- 
talist countries that is bi-nalional 
where the two nations have not 
achieved complete sovereigntyj 
The BiVA Act was a compromise 
that Rave a degree of recognition 
to the political aspirations of the 
French but it was not enougli." 
Walsh emphasized the demands 
of Quebec for self-determination, 
to decide whether or not to re- 
main in Confederation. 

Walsh called for a constituent 
convention with French and Eng- 
lish Canada equally represented. 
This convention would scrap the 
BNA and would rewrite the con- 
stitution to allow the right of 
separation to either member na- 
tion. If the two nations decide to 
unite, well and good, but "No 
union of nations will last unless 
it is purely voluntar>." 

He cited a scries of recent de. 
monstrations in Quebec City by 
such groups as Catholic teachers, 
students of Quebec universities, 
and nuclear disarmament march- 
ers, and claimed that they were 
manifestations of the social un- 
rest in Quebec. These were all di- 
rected against Premier Lcsage 
and his bourgeois government, 
said Walsh, and they are-part of 
the struggle to establish who is 
to bo "Maître chez nous", the prin- 
cipal claimants being Mr. Lcsage 
and the common people of Que- 
bec. 
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News? 

Premier Lesage cfaimed recently »o know 
where the yellqw went — to the press. 
Although his allegations were in connection 
with specific incidents, his remarks pointed* 
up an increasing tendency in "news cover-' 
age" on the part of the public informatipn 
media.. . , . 

There was a time when a respectable 
newspaper wpuld permit not so much as 
a whisper of scandal , in its pages, when 
the only news for "good" people was, 
"good" news. Happily, the days of Victorian, 
ethics are past. '• 

In our efforts, to escape the restrictions 
on reporting that society imposed, we may 
have overextended ourselves. Whereas the 
press of old considered reports in terms of 
what should be i said, the accent today is 
o.n reporting' anything thaf is of public 
' interést, or so "deemed. 

The rationaleiis: that it. is the duty of the 
public medio, to report,' in as accurate a 



foshion as possible, everything that happens. 
This is a necessary part of the function of. 
the' press, and there is . no irresponsibility 
connected with if. But the responsibility is 
twofold; rhany segmer}ts of the public media 
apparently take no account of. the effects 
their reporting has on thé '.public. 

■ Premier Lesage, of course, was referring 
particularly to the visit of the Queen to 
Quebec City. There were threats mode, and. 
they were certainly worthy of public atten- 
tion. On the other hand, any newspaper 
that claimed to stand for public order be- 
trayed its own' foolishness by playing up 
the threats. Without extensive publicity, the 
threat of riot withers; threats are legitimate 
• news only to a point; after that, they be- 
come sensationalistic. In the drive to grab 
public interest (essential to large .circulation) ' 
the news media became patsies for the 
troublemakers. 

It is the right of the newspaper to be a 
patsy, assuming the freedom of the press. 



There will be those who maintain that the. 
news -from Quebec merited every bit of 
réporting it rêqéived. But the notion that 
the news' mjedia sacrificed a- sense of pro- 
portion bn the altar of "see all-tell all" still 
exists. • . . 

The Quebec '.City incident is not the only 
recent example; there hove been' cries of 
"sensationalism" over recent^CBC news 
shows, which ate not unique 'in their drive 
■to attract public interest. In the end, how- 
ever, the only restriction that can be placed 
on the press is a self-imposed one; it begins 
with recognitio.n that the most fanatical 
vipv/ is not necessarily the most, news- 
worthy, although it sells the most parsers, 
and gets the .highest ratings..' 

An old tale, but true 

Blood Drive is past the halfway mark, 
measured in days and hours; but the chart 
on campus tells a different story. 

It is not* a case of figures lying, of statisti- 
cal tricks '.proving white |s black. The simple 
story is that the campus, has fallen behind 
in donating the quotas of blood required 
by the Red Cross. . ' 

Those of you who have read this far ore 
probably doing so 'because theré .is nothing 
else to. do. No one wants to hear the same 
story over and over again, the story of how 
the success of Blood Driye is measured, not 
In figures and prizes,' but in lives. Most of 
you and your comrades are too. clever to 
hove to- be told again '— you catch oh 
quickly. But you doh't react too v/ell. 

There's still time, for you to give blood, 
for. others to live. Don't waste it. 
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Policy Isn't. 
"Wait and See"

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"Many emerging nations have 
not fully developed their forcipn 
policy," he said. Through lack of 
experience these countries are 
forced tu n large, extent on their 
opinion of a nation in general, 
without. relating specific issues to 
their national welfare. 

Nesbitt. also deplored the UN's 
"double standard . of morality". 
He illustrated this point by men- 
tioning the extensive censure 
aimed at the Union of South Afrl- . 
ca on the segregation Isçue, as 
opposed .virtual silence oh'lhq 
alleged existence of slavery In 
Saudi Arabia and'Yen)en. 

He elaborated on the success 
of the UN by citing Cyprus, the 
Congo and Israel as cases in 
which the world organization, had 
extended its influence from the 
social to the political sphere. 

Nesbitt considered Canada a 
leading contributor to the éffcct- 
iveness of the UN to date. Canada 
has bcen> instrumental in the- 
formation of such organizations 
as the World Food Bank. 

When questioned on the admis- 
sion of Red China, he, said he 
would accept it if Nationalist 
China were allowed to retain its 
vote. Nesbitt suggested the pos- 
sibility that the UN may be most 
helpful to Red China as a scape- 
goat for that country's problems, 
la which < ea.se the Communists- 
will nol,^ant to join.
